lead is the hest m aterial that can I* 
used, because it is more poisonous 
to 
the pests, less injurious to (lie plants 
rem ains better in suspension 
rn the 
spray liquid, so that it makes a more 
uniform application, aud sticks longer 
on the plants. 
One spray leg 
with 
arsenate of lead w ill easily take the 
place of two or three sprayings of Paris 
green, in poiut of duration or eiidur 
anoe, w hile one spraying of Paris greeu 
w ill take the place of front four to six 
dust applications, if it should be rainy 
and the m aterial is thus carried away

Week For a Boxing Stunt— W ildly 


Cheered by Negroes. 


New York, Ju ly 12.—Jack Johnson 
was given a hearty welcome wheu he 
arrived in this city. Colored friends 
scattered thousands of dodgers which 
read: 
“ To Every Colored 
Man, 
Woman 
aud Child Iii Greater New York 
"be at the Grand Central station at 
9.30 o’clo* k Monday morning and let 
us all shake the glad hand of the stab 
wart athlete, the greatest of the tweu 
tleth century. 
"Come any way you want. Come In 
vehicles or on foot. All be there." 
"And I reckon they’re all here," said 
Jack Johnson, as he alighted from the 
Twentieth Century Limited and radi 
ated his "golden smile" on a density 
of colored citizenry that uot only Oiled 
the station, hut nearly blocked the 
streets besides. 
More than 10.000 col­ 
ored people welcomed Johnson. 
'Ihe fact that the train was uearly 
live hours late because of a wreck 
near Albany did not dull the edge of 
Johnson's greeting 
The police, fear 
lug trouble, refused a pei Hilt for a pa 
rade, but there were a score or more 
of automobiles on hand 
to 
escort 
Johnson to the hotel of a friend, where 
a reception was held. 
There was a lusty < beer when John 
son emerged from hts car aud a rush 
to shake the champion's hand. A squad 
of police formed a guard for the big 
fighter and escorted him to a waiting 
automobile. 
Then the car bustled for the stage 
entrance of the Victoria Johnson piled 
out, went to his dressing room ami 
had only a few minutes to get ready 
for the stunt whic h pays him $2500 a 
week. 
The Victoria was jammed alow and 
aloft. 
No negroes sat iii the auditor­ 
ium. but the balcony and gallery were 
solid with them 
The wasp waisted 
Polalre wiggled off the stage and the 
crowd sat back to wait for the cham 
pion Up went the curtain and showed 
nothing but a punching bag swinging 
gentle. 
A short thick necked person 
waddled to the footlights and announc­ 
ed to the audience that It was to have 
the pleasure of seeing the “I hampeen 
of ail chainpeens. Mr. Jack Johnson. 
<Cheers 
from 
balcony and gallery. 
Hand (lapping from the main floor.) 
Out danced Johnson from the wings 
in a blue low necked and sleeveless 


je r s e y arid blue trunks, with a silk 
•American flag for a belt. He flashed a 
smile and went about his business 
The more you looked the 
more 
you 
realized what Jeffries was up against 
Johnson moved his great bulk with a 
cat’s quickness. He tap tapped the 
punching bag until he had it hammer­ 
ing the oak; then he walloped It with 
right and left hooks His legs appeared 
thin in comparison with. his tremen­ 
dously developed should**?! aud artuR 
Finally the rope broke and the bag 
went spinning The spectators clapp' d 
their hands enthusiastically, Johnson 
grinned aud ran off the stage. 
W alter Monahan. Introduced as "the 
former amateur 
heavyweight cham 
pion of the Pacific coast,” stepped out 
to sitar with the champion 
Johnson 
played with him through three one 
minute rounds. He Jabbed 
Monahan 
lightly now and then, but for the last 
part he contented himself with block 
ing the white man s swings aud hooks 
Toward the end of the third round 
Monahan ran his nose against John 
son's left glove aud his upperltp red 
dened. 
After 
that Johnson merely 
gave an exhibition of scientific block­ 
ing 
There was 
applause all over the 
bouse then Johnson disappeared after 
a )*ow or two. Not a man had hissed 
him or showed a sign of disapproval 
There was a party for Jack after the 
night show and it lasted until the 
morning hours.

NEWAIR MARK 


Aviator Makes 40 Miles an 


Hour at Atlantic City. 


THE RECORDS WILL STAND 


No Attempt to Beat Altitude Fly by 


Brookins to Be Made— Many Sensa­ 


tional Flights. 


Atlantic City, Ju ly 12— In the first 
aeroplane flight ou an over the ocean 
course, and the first fifty miles speed 
soar over any kind of course, Glenn 
Curtiss made a record of I hour, 14 
minutes aud 59 seconds 
This is almost exactly ai the rate of 
forty miles an hour. While It is the 
first established record for a mea-* 
tired fifty mile course, the speed rata 
has frequently Jieeu exceeded. Curtiss 
himself has often flown faster. 
A quartering breeze blowing at the 
rate of eleveu miles an hour held him 
back probably five miles an hour, ac­ 
cording to his own calculations 
The addition of seventy fly** pounds 
to the weight of the ma< blue aud the 
change in the com ave contour of the 
under side of the lower plane al-ro 
helped to make record breaking speed 
impossible 
The added weight (ame from dozens 
of Inflated bicycle tires and from oilier 
buoyant material that was pm ked nu 
der and around the machine to prevent 
It from sinking with the aviator lf it 
should fall into the ocean 
These Ilf** savers were packed so 
closely under the lower plaiu* that the 
concavity necessary to perf**i t flight 
was altered into a perfectly flat silt 
face. 
“ I could beat this record bv at leust 
ten minutes iii an overland flight." said 
Curtiss when he descended. "Still I am 
perfectly willing to let if stand until 
some one betters It by taking chances 
in an unbuoyed mat bine " 
By this flight Curtiss wins the $5t»on 
prize for the fastest fifty miles flight 
on a measured over-the-m eau course. 
The Wright biplane will not be sent 
over the course. 
So the records for this meet will 
read: 
W alter 8 
Brookins, world’s high­ 
flying championship. 6275 feet. 
Glenn Curtiss, first fifty mile* over 
the 'xean flight, record. I hour. 14 
minutes and 59 seconds. 
The meet will last two davs longer.

Curtiss was* 
not the only aviatorial i 
of the day. 
Curtiss later made a st light (lim b of 
1550 feet In 5 minutes. *.1 13 seconds

Curtiss closed his wink for the day 
by taking Lincoln Beachey. the driver 
of dirigible balloons, aloft on a "hop" 
from pier to [lier.

Bea< bey stood on Curtiss' seat behind 
the aviator and waved bis hands to 
the cheering crowd. 
The big circus stunts of the day 
were provided by W alter Brookins and 
his partner. Frank P Coffin, in their 
Wright biplane Brool, ins stood the big 
mal bine in end In sensational "hank 
in g ’ exhibitions, circled in the ma 
chine’s width, executed a corkscrew 
glide that seut a wave of goose-flegh 
over the crowd and gave a "bm klng" 
exhibition, in which the ma* bine leap 
e<1 into the air like an unbroken mus­ 
tang 
Brookins and Frank I* Coffyn next 
did a "brother act" in the air. Brook 
Ins working the levers. In this flight 
there 
war more faut y hanking aud 
close circling

been determined that milk bas this 
value wbeu It la fed in tbe proportion 
of not more than three pounds of skim 
milk to one pouud of meal.

thia proportion. It was found that 327 
pounda of milk were equivalent to IOO 
pounds of cornmeal.
